In cur rk Pare eAdam, of whoſe'fall this dec of 
finng,aud of. pature, was. made a. part -of the, puniſh- 
ment; now. hebeing the root.ofus all, and-that being 
dead; all the bragches muſt. needs be. dead alſo. Itis 
alſo plaine by places of Scripture: as, Joh, 5.25. The 
ſhall beare the yoyee of _the Sonne of Gad, aud. they.

Firſt, #hat this death is... 
To know this, we muſt underſtand that as a cor- 
porall death, fo a ſpirituall death hath two things in 
it: | | 
Firſt, as in thenaturall death there is a privation of 

life when the ſoule is ſeparated from the body; ſo in 
the ſpirituall death there is a privation of the life of 
the ſoule ; namely, the extinftion of originall 
righteouſnefſe ;by reaſon of which, a man can nei- 
ther ſer hand\nor foot forward inthe wayes of pood-' 


dye. | 
"Secondly, as in the death of che body 'there is a 
ſtinking carkaſſe left, when the ſoule is departed 
thence ; ſo in the death of the ſonle there is/a poſitive 
corrupted quality left, called the fleſh,whereby a man 
is prone to doe all evill : And therefore they are cal- 
led dead workes : Therefore leaving the principles of the 
Doftrine of Chriſt, let us goe on unto perfeftion; uot lay- 
ing againe the foundation of repentance from dead workes, 
&c. Heb.6.1. And ſoaganein the 9. chapter of the 
ſame Epiſtle, and 15. verſe; where it is faid, How 
much more ſhallthe blood of Chviſt, who through the eter- 
nall Spirit offered bimſelfe without ſpor to w, 
conſcience from dead 'wo*kes, ro ſerve the Living God. 
Now it ſeemes a contradiction that rhey' ſhould bee

death of the underſtanding is' fach a darkencfle of 
judgement,as thereby a man clteemes not,but diſlikes 
the :vayes of God and goodneſle, and approoves the 
wayecsof (inne and wickednefle, And in this faculty 
of man,the undcritanding,is this death of finne chict- 


[ly ſeated ; therefore itis laid, Joh. 1.4,5. /» bim wa 


light, and that light was rhe life of men, So alſo, Epheſ, 
5- 14. the place before mentioned, Awake tho that 
ſleepeſt, andſtand up from the dead, and Chriſt ſhallgive 


| rbee /ight : where he ayes, not life, but light ; tor if 


there vclight, life will certainely follow : So againe, 
eAtts 26,18. To open their ezes,that they may turne 
fromdarkerefſe ro light. One would thinke, that in 
theſe places it ſhould bcelife, and not light; but itis 


| ſoput to ſhewthatthe chieteſt ſear of this death is in 


the underſtanding. Therefore alſo is it (aid, Berenewed 
in the ffirit of your mindes, Rem. 12.2. And to the 


Truth begat yow : now Truth hath a refirence to the 
underſtanding. And thus bricfcly have 1 given you a 
taſte what thus death is, and the place wherein it is

and comfort, which is a thouſand times more 
terrible than all deaths, if it were truely,and as it 
is indced apprehended. 

W aich latter death, that you may the better con- 
ceive of, I will open it alittle to you. 

God joynes with every mans ſoule, and gives to 
the moſt wicked man ſome ſeeming life of grace, and 
ſome colourable life of comfort; for elſe they would 
indure an Hell here upon carth. 

For the firſt ; although the wicked have no true 
grace, yet they have a thadow of it, as-is manifeſt in 
their morall vertues. Sofor the ſecond, for comfort, 
they have ſome, although no true comfort ; for God 
isthe Author'of comfort, as the Sunne is of light ; 
which all, both good and bad, doe more or leſſe par- 
ticipate of, or clic they could.not fubfiſt : As may ap- 
peare by the contrary ; for, when hee doth but once 
with-draw his comfor. from us, it is the terribleſt 
thingin the world:An example of this we may ſce in 
Chriſt ; when this comfort was with-drawne from 
him but in ſenſe and feeling only,tt made him cry our, 
My Ged, my God, why haſt thou forſaken me? Math. 
27. 46. Where Gods preſence 15 taken away, there is 
nothing bur horror & trembling : and I have knowne 
ſuchgthat in his abſence,when his preſence hath bene 
taken away, have had their ſoules ſo prefſed with 


yceres end they might enjoy the comfortable pre- 
{ence of God,they would thinke themſelves the hap- 
pieſt men inthe world. The abſence of this, made 
Luther to ſay, That if all the creatures in Heaven and

Theſe. foure things you ſhall finde in a fpirituall 
death : Firſt, As thole that are corporally dead, want 
reaſon and underſtanding, ſo doe thoſe thar.are (piri- 
eually dead ; they cannot underſtand the things of 


darke, | 

I but ſome man will objet and ſay, The carnall man 
knowes many things, he hatha generall notion ofthe 
God-head, and can talke of the creation of man, and 
his redemption by Chriſt, he can diſcourſe of faith, 


There is a great difference betweene knowing Spi- 


ner ; a carnall man knoweth them, but not in a right 
manner. And hence is that of the Apoſtle, T7. 1. 16- 
They profeſſe that they know God, but in workes they deny 
him, being abominable, and diſobedient, and unto every | 
good worke reprobate : The word which there is tran- 
{lated reprobate,is dIx/uer; {ignifying, wnable to judge, 


Indeedin the genera!l thcy may underſtand and = 
; the

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the things that are of God, but come to particular cir- 
cumſtances , that croſſeth them; they, as a Divine 
ſayes of them, love veritatem lucentem, non redargue 
entem; they wholly diſlike particulars, becauſe they 
bring them to hic & »wxc, co particulars. In the ab- 
ſtrat they love holineſſe, but not as it is applyed to 
particulars, as it convinces them of their particular 
linnes. Hence it is that godly men are molt hated of 
them that come neereſt to them in ſhewgbecauſe they 
bring light homero them, and diſcoyer their acerri- 
ma proximorum odia,their inward and boſome hatred 
of their.neighbours : It is as much as if one ſhould 
bring a Torch to one that is doing ſome unlawfull 
thing, ſome deed of darkenefle, hee would wiſh him 
further off; cheir lives ſhine aslights, and therefore 
gving good examples by a ſhining and | ru Smet 
ation, which is contrary to thetife of the nngodly 
and hypocriticall ones, they cannot chnſe but hate 
them.; andasall wicked men hate them, ſo eſpecially 
thoſe that are nigheſt unto them in' ſhew ; becauſe 
that their life doth not onely ſhine unto them, andlay 
open their vileneſſe,but ſcorchthem alſo; and there- 
fore they being occupied about the workes of darke- 
neſſe, with themas farre off as they can : So that hence 
we (ce, with anapprooving judgement, not-any,ſave 
hoſe which are quickned,.can-underſtand ſpirituall 
things. | 
na The ſecond thing wherein a naturall death con- 
fiſteth, was in a privation of ſenſe; ſo alſo is it in the 
Spirituall death ; for their hearts are ſtrong and can- 
not bee moved': althotgh I deny not but ſometime 
they may have a little griping of conſcience,and ſenſe 
of Gods judgement , which naturally ariſerh' from 
conſcience ; but they never have any reall and true 
feeling of it. b 
3- in-anaturail death they are without motron'; 
ſolikewiſe jt is in a Spirituall death; for the wicked

4+ In anaturall death there is a want of vigorouf- 
nefle and beauty,as well inthe face as.in all other parts 
of the body ; 1o alſo there is in the Spirituail death 
the loſle of that vigorous beauty which followesthe 
life of grace ; they may be ſeenc to have deathin the 
face; ifaliving man beholds them, he knowes how 
ro diſcern it ; although I deny not but that they may 
have bypocriticall painted vercues , which may to 
weakeeyes fora-great while ſeemetruc ones ; as men 
may have painted faces that have 'beene taken for li- 
ving ones, but they are not true graces, ſuch as pro- 
ceed from the lite of grace indeed. 

I but ſome may here obje> and ſay,have not ſome 
men many excellent morall vertues, ſuch as even the 
godly themſclves have not ? 

Indeed it's true that they have, and theſe are Gods 
pitts alſo, but yet they are but as chaines of gold a- 

out a dcad mans necke, dr as Pearles in a Swines 
ſnour ; There may be many good things in them, but 
they makethem not good men;for as theevill actions 
of good men redound not to their perſons to make 
them evill, ſotheſe good ations inevill men,redound 
not rotheir perſons to make them good; they may 
have good inthem, buraze not good, And thus much 
for this third point, the fignes of this death. 

4. To come tothe degrees pf this death: 


ſome menare more bound over than others, as the 
Heathen mcn rhat were' guided onely by rhelight of 
nature;they indeed wereguilty ; butt © Iewes which 
had a more perfe& knowledge, they were, more guil- 
ty then they : and now wee that live under the Tro-

Goe not 
therefore ſtil! on in thy ſinnes, falſly perſwading thy 
ſlfe, ſaying, Thou ſhalt be ſaved; Remember what 
God threatneth unto ſuch men, Dewr. 29 19. Hethat 
kearing the word: of this curſe, ſhall bleſſe — ſay- 
ing, ſhall have peace though 1 follow my ſinnes; the Lord 
will not be mercifull tothat man.

ſhould ſpeake, yet except Gods Spirit ſhould inward- 
ly worke, it would not make men ſeriouſly to confi- 
% their eſtates : Ir is the hardeſt thing inthe world 
to make men ſenſible of life and death. Let us there- 
fore be moved in particular ro conſider whether we 


.| are dead or alive. 


If thou art quickned, thou ſhalt finde, one time or 
other, theſe two things in thee : 

Firſt, Thou once hadſt a deepe and ſenſible confide- 
ration of thine eſtate by nature, thou wert deepely 
affeRed with it, ſo that thou ſaweſt what need thou 
hadſt of Chriſt : till thou haſt had this conſiderati- 
on, thouart adead man.

And now ſecing the time of the Sacrament is at 
hand,let usall examine our {elves ; we muſt not make 
excuſcs to keepe from the Sacrament, but as all, N:- 
hems.g. were to come to the Paſſeover, elſe they were 
to be cut off from their people, except they could 
ſhew ſome good cauſe ; ſol know no reaſon why it 
fhould nor be ſo ſtill for the Sacrament. But againe, 
on the other fide, if we doe come, and are dead men, 
we come nnworthily, and eate and drinke our owne damxa- 
tiomgn not diſcerning the body of (hriſt, 1 Cor.

is ſicke of goodneſlc (as the other is of wickedneſſe) 
and weary of it ; heis too ftrait-lacediinit,and there- 
fore cannot brooke it.- A godly man hath an inward 
aprneſle and inclination to lerve Godjas fire naturally 
inclines to goe upward: indeed he may ſometimes 
-contra& impurity , and have ſome corruptions, yer 
they ate bur as mud 1n a clcere and living Fountaine, 
they are ſoone waſhed away ; but wicked men are 
like ditches which are full of mud art their beſt, and 
there it lyes and continues, : 
Secondly, another politive ſigne of this deadneſle, 
is, When a manlies inany Living luſt, or knowne fin ; 
for as a mortall diſeaſe and life cannot ſtand together, 
no morecanaliving luſtand the life of grace, Thatis 
a living luſt, when although ſomerimes he may have 
firs of reſiſting, yet he alwayes gives over, and till 
yeelds tothar luſt, ſaying, It is their nature, and they 
cannot chooſe but commit it, they know not how to 
reſiſt it ; when as ifthere was ſome preſent Iudge- 
ment threatned thee, upon the commillion of it, then 
thou couldeſt forbeare: This I call a living luſt, and 
although ir be but one, yet if otherluſts rempted thee 
as much as that, thou wouldeſt commit them alſo : 
if thou forſakeſt other ſinnes, becauſe they are ſinnes, 
| why forſakeſt thou nor this alſo? Gal.5.24. They that 
are Chriſts, have crucified the fleſh, with the affetions 
analuſts. There 1s in every man a body of luſt ; ifany | 
member of tharbody be unmortified, he is yet a dead 
man. 1 Tim. 5.6. Shewhich liverh m pleaſure, i dead 
while ſhe is alive. Some may keepe themlelves cleane 
from ſome finncs, but that will nor ſerve ; for if they 
lieinany knowne finne, they are dead. 
Thirdly, athird poſitive figne is, When a man hath 
a ſecret antipathy againſt God and godlinefſe, Some 
beaſts naturally hate ſome colours ; ſo ſome men, out 


O 
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of a naturalt inclination, cannot endure goodnefle it 
ſelfe, though they pretend ſome cauſe. I call ir an an- 


t:pathy whena mans ſtomacke riteth againſt a thing, | 


and he knoweth not wheretore : ſo they hate goods/ 
nefle, meerely out of a naturall abhorring bn 
it ſelfe, although they pretend ſome cauſe for which 
they hatc it. They diſtaſte holineſle of life,and for no 
juſt cauſe : if it be you diſtaſte tuch men as profeſſe 
an holy and pure converſation, onely becauſe they 
doe not conforme (as ſome pretend,) why doc you 
diſtaſte thoſe alſo that doe contorme ? If you diſlike 
the profeſlors of an holy life becauſe of the hypocri- 
fie they have found in them, as ſome have nor ſtood 
ro ſay, why doe you alſo diſlike thoſe that you are 
ſure are no hypocrites? They cannot define the holy 
manthey bate, but have a ſecret naturall hatrcd to 
then they cannot tell why : but we know the reaſon 
well enough; it is becaule they live a contrary life to 
them, and therefore cannot agree no more than fire 
and water : indced fircand water may agree in remiſſe 
degrees, but not in intenſe ;. ſo theſe men can ſuffer 


thoſe which are indifferently holy, but if they come | 


to any pertetion and height of holineſſe, then they 
cannot endure them. Now the Apoſtie ſayes expreſly, 
1 Joh. 3. 14+ By this wee know wee are tranſlated from 
death tolife,becauſe we love the Brethren : he that loveth 
not his Brother, abideth in death. So that it is an infal- 
lible figne of deadneſle not to love the BretÞFren: it 
then hateſt the Saints ; nay, if thou loveſt them not 
according to the meaſure of grace that 1s in them, 
and if thou art not gricved for any of their finnes, by 
which they may cauſc ſcandall, or be difgraced, thou 
art yet a / fo man.

The fifth ſigne 1s this, Aliving member, if the bo- 


(oy be indanger , will have a ſympathizing and fee. 


ing of the danger ; asthe hand will lifr it {elfe up to 
ſavethe hcad, ſonow if we hearing the caſe of Gods 
Church in what danger it is, if wetake it notto heart, 
or be not afteted with it ( efpecially now we are put 
in minde- thereof) itis a certaine figne we are dead 
men : We ſhould have the ſpirits that Moſes and Paul 
had , whoeven wiſhed to be {troyed, ſothey might 
ſavethe Church. AZoſes, rather thanthat ſhould pe- 
riſh, would have his name raced ont of the booke of life 
Paxl, for the Churches ſake would be anathema. It 
isatrve {igne of a [iving member to be touched with 
others milcries; this was an extaſie of lqve, in which 
out of love tothe Church, they forgate themſelves. 
This here wee muſt know , that if the creature could 
deſtroy it {clfe for God, it could not but be well be- 
caufe the good of the creature is more contained in 
God, thanin itſelfe; as the beame of the Sunre is

2. Ourability co helpe them. 

Firſt, The greatneſle of the Indgement : 

Itwill prove the extinguiſhing of Gods Church, 
and the Goſpell , and when that it is once gone, what 
are all other things? lt was a good ſaying of that Saint, 


what are all our houſes , lands, &c. if this Spirituall 
tood be wanting ? 
Secondly, Conſider our ability to helpe them. 
We may doe much by our prayers; he thatknow. 
eth not his ſtrength , uſeth it not : Did not cone 4oſes, 
one Eliah , ſtand inthe gappe? They did not theſe 
thingsas they were extraordinary men, but as they 
were Gods children: We may by our prayers docas 
much; though one childe may have better gifts than 
another , yet commonly the father loves all alike ; "

1 anſwer , Though thou canſt not dove much, yet 
theſe things thou mayeſt doe ;and therefore, 

x. Pray for it : God delightsto be called upon, for 
elſe his hand is not taken notice of ; but then we ſee 
his hand, and acknowledge it,when we ſee him gran- 
ting our dcfires, So that the itrength of a Land lyes 
in Chriſtians , and their ſtrength lyesin their pray- 
crs, aS Samſons _—_ did in his haire. Oftentimes 
prayer is more available than fighting : Moſes prayer 
in the mountaine, did more than Jeſhxahs fight inthe 
vallies. If Noah, Daniel, and Job, ſtood before me (ſaith 
God, Ezeh. 14. 20.) they ſhould not prevaile : which 
ſheweth, thart if any thing could have prevailed, their 
prayer would ; So alſo Luther attriburcs all to prayer, 
as may be ſcene in divers of his Treatiſes. Now this 
prayer which I urge unto you, muſt, 

2. Not onely be {mall'expreſſtons of the mind, but 
now God lookesfor ſtrong eryes , and long continu. 
ance RE Moſes prayed all day : Chriſt which 
hadleflc need than we have, prayed all night ; Daniel 
three weekes : therefore we that haye more wants 
and needs,ought to be more fervent. 

2. Ourprayers muſt be Spirituall, not out of ſclfe- 
love; asto defire the ſafety of the Church, that ſo un- 
der it we may leada ſafe and quict life ; but out of 
mecre reſpe@to God, andlove to his Church. 

3- It muſt be a prayer of faith ; ſo the Apoſtle ſaith, 
Jam.5.15,16.T heprayer of faith ſhall ſave the ſicke,&c. 
Andalittle after, Theeffeftuallferventprayer of a r1ght- 
e015 man availeth much: Now there is no man right- 
cous without faith : ſoaccording to their faith Chriſt 


ſtill yeelded tothem. 4+ Pray 
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4- Pray with conftancy and fervency : it is not for 
a ſnatch and away, that ispleaſing to God ; bat a con- 
ſtant performance of duty which he accepteth, 

5+ Ic muſt be the prayer of a righteous man : There- 
fore , Micha. 2, the Prophets ſought unto God inthe 
time of trouble, but prevailed not, becauſe they were 
not righteous : for it is ſaid there, verſe. 7. Doe not my 
wards doe good to him that walketh uprightly ? 

6. It muſt bee with hunulitie ; and that conſiſts 
Firſt, in confeſling. how unworthy we arc to obtaine 
any rhing at the hands of God. 

Secondly, how unable to helpe our ſelves,and there- 


fore to have our eyes onely towards God. 


Another way to'doe good to Gods Church, is, to 


be more zealous : ſecke unto God extraordinarily : 
' The cauſe of the deſtruction of a Land , is chiefly the 


' the finues of the godly. When they grow cold and

dead, and loſetheir love then God, as Rev.3. willre- 
' | ove the Candleſtiche from among them, and take away 


his Goſpell. Indeed the carnalneſſc of dead men, their 
prophaneneſſe in contemning of Gods Saints and his 
Goſpel, &c. haſten Gods Indgements on a Land , but 
chiefly the lake-warmneſſe of Profeſſors doe it-; 
when Iſrael, as Hoſea ſaith , isas 4 Cake halfe baked, 
Let us therefore rectific our lives, renew our repen- 
tance ,. quicken our zeale, elſe ſhall wee be guilte of 
the deſtruction of Gods Church by our linnes. 

3. Athird meanes to doe good to Gods Church, 
is, to ſtirre up others to take ro heart the milcries of 
the Church, to pray , to renew their repentance, Ir 
would be good, it Miniſters would be as beacons to 
give warning to others, and to ſerthem on fire. Thus 
the old Chriſtians did, as it were, make at armic(ma- 
"fatta ) againſt God, by joyning together in prayer. 
This is a bleſſed ation to ftirre up others : thus they

of their comming , but my people know rat the judgement 


asthe Gunpowder-treaſon, in ſuch God lookes not 
that we ſhould meet him by repentance, becauſe we 
know them not : Others uſe lingring, ſuch as ſcnd 
feare and rumours before them , as are thoſe mentio- 
ned by the Propher, Ezeck.

5e The fifth mcanes to doe good tothe Church , is | 
this, Let usdoe it with continuance : It may be while | 
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be; we mutt be conſtant inthis dutie , tothe very ut- 
ecrmoſt end of all; there may be ebbs and flowings, 
but ir i5 the laſt iſle which brings all : therctore let 
us continue in this dutic of faſting and praying, that 
we may tric thar laſt 1flue of all. It is the common 
faſhion to make the atfliftions of the Church oncly a 
wonder of nine dayes. This was the Tewes fault, Fer. 
34+ 10, 11, When they heard of their enemies, tor a 
while they woutd pray, But although the newes be 
good,yct {till continue as the importunate widow did 
tothe [udge, and your importunity will move God. 
Setthereforeto it, andcontinue in it ; Pray for Jera- 
ſalems, tet thoſe proſper that love her peace, Pſalm. 122.6. 
Mourne apart, every family apart : It is not enough 
to heare this , and to let the Miniſters voyce be to you 
as one that firgeth with apleaſant voyce : Thus were the 
lewes,Eztk, 3 3+32.Who heard his words, but did not doe 
them:&theretore God tells them that they ſhall be de- 
ſtroyed inthe judgement. The Devill will tufter you to 
purpoſe, and purpoſe to doe this duty , but keepes 
you from the cxecution of it, and preſent practice, 
which is that onely which may doe the deed. Confi- 
der it therefore , and deferrenor the preſent doing of 
this duty ; what can you doe better than to deliver 
Gods Church , and you may doe it , although you be 
poore and deſpiſcd, yet being Gods Saints, your 
prayers are in force betorc God;as in Ecclef, 9. 14,15. 
the poore man delivered the City by his wiſcdome; 
he was poore and dc{pited ,yet it was he Thar delive- 
red it. Others may ſeeme todoc much,and ſtand,vaun- 
ting on the hatches , but it is the Saints that doe ir. If 
there be any confideration of Chritt inyou., if any 
love, any grace, any well-withing to the Chyrch, 
pray for it ; this is that Ifearc, you will purpoſe to 
doc it, but will deferre jr; but, Beloved, the doing 
onely Gods regards. We, when we reade how much

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why we may doe more by our prayers, performed in 
a right manner : if you doe 1t , either the Church ſhall 
have comfort; or clſc you hall ſave your owne ſonles. 
Withour you thus pray,you are guilty of the Churches 
deſtru&ion : The hortemen,if they ſtand (tilt alrhough 
they fight not againſt their owne Armie, yet are guil- 
ty of their deſtcuction , becauſe they ſhould have 
fought for them. The Prztor ,1f he letthe enemics in 
at the gate, he is the deſtroyer of the City, becauſe he 
ſhould have Kept them out :ſo the Saints, which 
ſhould ſtand in the breach , if they pray not , they de- 
{troy the Land : So God fayes, Ezek. 22+ 30, 31. And 
I ſought for aman among them , that ſhould make np the 
hedge , and ſtand in the gapp before me for the Land, that 
I (hould not deſtroy it : but I found none : therefore have 
Ipowred out againe indignation upon them , IT have conſu- 
medthemwith the fire of my wrath : their owne way have 
I recompenced upon their heads , ſarththe Lord God. Be. 
cauſe he could not find a man to ſtandin the gap,there- 
fore he powred forth his indignation on the Land. 
Their not praying deſtroyes the Land: The Saints and 
holy Prophets, are the Chariots and horſe-men of I{- 
racl ; if then they ſtand ſtill, they 'doe what in them 
lics todeſtroy the whole Nation : they are not onely 
the Chariots, but the horſc-men alto; they are the 
whole defence of Irael; and therefore if at theſe times 


: they be idle, they are guilty of the deſtruction of the 


' whole Church. Hence Salomonſaid, Arn idle mans 
>.other to hins that ts a great waſter. As a Pilot, who 
for want of attention ſuffers a Ship to be overthrown, 
or ſplit againſt the rockes, is guilty of the loſſe therc- 
of, Sothe Prophet Samuel, notwithſtanding the peo- 
ple had ſinned a greac finne in forfaking God to be 
their King, ſaith, 1 Sam. 12. 23. God forbid that 
ſhould fine againſt the Lord, in ceaſing to pray fer you : 
and therefore it 1s a great {innenot to pray for Gods 
Church. The lewes inthe captivity were mg" 
| | E 
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ded topray for the peace of Nabachadnezzar, who 
was a heathen Prince; how much more then ought 
we to pray for Chriſtian Princes? And ſurely , if Gpd 
ſhould take away from you this Prince, and giveyou 
ſuch an one as Queene Mary, you would then know 
what it is to enjoy ſucha Prince , as now by Gods 
mercy we doe. Therefore ſtirre up your {elves to the 
duty by faſting and praying, much may you doe this 
way. Eſter delivered all the Iewes by this ineanes: it 
was not Efters word that did it ; for what made the 
King not to ſleepe that night? how came he to call for 
the booke of the Chronicle? how light he on that 
place of Mordecay? They had firſt turned God by fa- 
ſting and prayer , and then he thus prepared the King 
for Eſterto ſpcake. Thus then, and by theſe meanes 
we may releeve the Church in diſtrefſe : And therfore 
if webe truc living members, let us manifeſt our en- 
deayour to relieve them by theſe meanes. Andthus 
much for the ſignes of men which are ſtarke dead. 

Now follow ſignes of diſtinticn betweene ſuch as 
ſeeme to live , and ſuch as live indeed : and theſe may 
be reſembled to ſuch ſpirits as aſſume bodies tothem+ 
ſelves, and ſeeme to informe them ; and they are 
chiefly all Civill men. Now they are diſcerned by 
theſe and the like ſignes : | 

The firſt figne 1s this; As the Angelsin their aſſu- 
med bodies ſeemed toeate and drinke , but manife- 
ſted not any ce of it , for they did not grow by it ; 
ſo theſe men, they ſeeme to heare the Word, but they 
makeno progrefle in it : they may ſeeme to feede on 
the Sacraments , bur they grow by none of theſe 
| meanes, they {till goe on in their old trat. They are 
not nnlike ſome men which eate as much, or more 
than others, but are never the fatter , but as leane as 
ever they were : even ſothe Miniſters of the Goſpell 
now deliver the Spirituall food of the Word, in as 
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;&rowes any fatter, any beter liking than before? We,

ecaching in your underſtanding onely ( although thar 
be good ) bur in your prattice ; Like ſheepe-heards 
which would nor have their hay againe of their theep 
in hay, but inthe niilke and wook. And hence it 1s 
that the Apoſtle Pererexhorts them , I Pet. 2.2. As 
new borne babes to deſire the ſincere milke of the Word : 
and why ? that they may grow thereby. 1nough thou 
beeit never ſo weake ar the hirit, yer if thou growett | 
ſtronger,it is aſigne of life ; but it thou halt gotten no 
ſtrength in grace, nor 'no victory over your iults, not- 
withitanding all the meanes of grace you have had,yet 
whatſoever you ſeeme, you are till but dead men, 
The ſecond ſigne is; As the Angels, though they 

were moved, yetit was from no inward , but trom 
an outward principle ; ſo theſe Civill men; and 
all hypocrites may be moved, and doe ail that good 
men can doe, but it is not from an inward principle, 
but from ſome outward. and by-reſpet, They arc 
like Clockes and Watchcs , which are moved by 
ſome ſpring , and therefore when the weights or 
ſpring 1s downe, they move no longer : when that 
falſe end which made them take in hand the ſhew of 
Religion is gone, thenthey will be no more Rcligi- 
ous. Thus Joaſh was Religious, but for ſome by-end ; 
viz, Whiic Jehoiada "9. and therefore attcr his 
death, Foaſh forſooke God. Thus many will be good 
whilett they arc in good families, under good Gover- 
nours; but being removed from them, they turne 
with the Swine to the tumbling in the mire. Some a- 
gaine, good exhortations and counſell wil make thcm 
live well, and they will continue fo, while they arc in 
that good mood: Others will be good, whilea ſtorme 
of fickneſle indures, but when the ſunne-ſhine of pro- 
ſpcrity ſhall begin to appeare, they returne to their | 
old courſes; they are like a Bull-ruſh, which hangs! 
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downe his head till the torme is over it, hut as ſoone 
as the Sunne thanes ic lifts it up againe. Some ma 
hold out longer than others, yet ar the laſt all will 
give over, becauſe they arc not moved trom ſome in- 
ward principle. | 

The third isthis; As the Angels aſſumed thoſe bo- 
dics but for certaine times, and places, and occalions, 
and afterwards layd chem aſide againe ; fo will your 
hypocrites doe in ſome places and companies at ſome 
times, they will take on them the bodies of living 
men, and ſo have aname to live, but indecd are dead : 
But come they in other places or companics,they wil 
lay aide their bodies, and then will bee as profane 
as anye Iconfefle, a godly man may be myric anddir- 
ty, but yet they ſtill remaine {heepe : asa pibble and a 
pearle ſoyled with the ſame mire can ſcarce be diſtin= 
guithed till they be wathed; fo the godly, doe bur 
waih them, and then you ſhall diſccrne them to bee 
pcarles ; but theſe Wolves, the wicked, which onely 
takes {heepes clothing oa them, comming amongſt 
Wolves, caſt off that cloathing, and become as mucb 
Wcives as any. 

Tine fourth fagne ts this : As Angels or Devils 
which aflume bodies,cannot ſpeake heartily as living 
men, but have an arrtifictall framed voyce, which is 
fromthe tecth outward, not heart ; ſo where there 
isno true grace but ſeeming, it may bee diſcerned 
from the ſpeeches,not in the matter,bur inthe maner ; 
an hypocrite may often babble more than the true 
Chriſtian, as a blazing Starre ſhines as bright, if not 
brighter than the true Scarre ; bur there 1s a broad 
difference betwixtthem; the one ſpeakes but from 
th. head, and the other from the heart : for a trueli- 
ving man doth ſpeake heartily and feelingly. That 
the manner of ſpeaking doth much affe others, it is 
piaine : Hence 1s that that Janie reports of him-

which wag wholly illiterate and unlearned, he confeſ- 
{eth that his hearty ſpeaking of taith and repentance, 
&c. did ſo move him, that hc thought that there was 
ſomething more in it than meere knowledge, and fo 
wrought on him, that by Gods grace It converted 
him ; to that the manner of {peaking dothoften affe& 
wherethe matter doth nor ; which an hypocrite can- 
not have. And thus much for the fignes of ſecming 
living, but indeed dead mene 

Now having ſhewed that all are dead, it followes 
that wee ſhould thew the meanes of getting bfe, 
which are alſo comprehended in my text, and they 
are theſe two ; 

t. Tolabour to ſee that ye-are dead, (Touthat were 
dead is treſpaſſes and firmes, &c.) as all men arc by na- 
ture. 

2- To goe to Chriſt for life, he it is onely that can 
give it ;{o ſaich my Text (be hathguickned yow : ) It is 
the property of God alone to give life. Now we can- 
not goeto him but by Chriſt, and wee muſt goe to 
Chrilt by faith, therefore is faith called a living faith, 
becauſe it unites Chriſt and the ſole together. Now 
the diffculty is in this, that men will not come to | 
Chriſt and take him : ſome come not to him at all,0- 
thers take him, but nor jn good earneft; as grafts put 

intoa ſtocke,bur not ſo ingrafted as to grow thereby: | 
burwhena man is once ſoundly humbled, then wall 
he cometo Chriſt, and not before; for till then hee 
doth not hunger and thirſt after him : but the ex- 
treame hungry wil be fatisfied with nought but mear: 
as Samſon ſaid, Give me drinke or elſe I'dye.Now life 
coufiſts in the union betwixt Chriſt and thy ſoule : 
' This union is by Lather compared to fire and fron 
united, which cauſes the 1ron to haveall the proper- 
tiesof fire, as burne, ſcorch, &c. ſo an humble Saints 
united to Chriſt, hathall his properties, though not

For the better underſtanding of this point, we muſt 
conſider theſc things : 

1. That there arc three things which keep a man 
from Chriſt. : 

Firſt, Vnbelcefe : when men will not beleeve that 
he which was borne of the Virgin Adary was Chrilt 
and God ; therefore abour the proving of this, the 
Apoſtles did ſpend molt time, becaute then it was 
hard to beleeve... | | 

Secondly, not caring for Chriſt : as thoſe that came 
not to the Kings fecal, they beleeved that there was a 
feaſt, bur cared not for it, they regarded:more their 
Oxen, &Cc. 

Thirdly,not willingneſſe to part with all for Chriſt, 
they will not take him upon all conditions : they ſee 
ſome need they have of Chiiit, bu! not much ; and fo 
they will forſake ſome things for him , but not all ; 
they are loth to part with thur matter-ſinne ; like 
the young man inthe Goſpel], hee bad doe a great 
deale, yer he wouldnot part with his pcflcflions. But 
to theſe three things muit bee oppoſed three other 
things to bringus to Chriſt : 

I. Faith to beleeve he 1s God. 

2. Aſlcight humiliation to bringus in love with 

Chr Ut. 
3+ Sound humiliation, tobe willing to part with 
all for his ſake. 

The firſt is received amongſt al Chriſtians,although 
it is to be feared that many doe belecve it but contu- 
ſedly. The ſecond is a fleighter manr.cr of apprehen- 
Cing of Chriſt,and that a lirtle ſorrow will doe;a little 


humi- . 
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humiliation. butthe third (which we muſt have be- 
fore we can be faved)to be willing to forſake all, to 
leave every finne for Chriſt his ſtake : and that wee 
will not doe untill we be thorowly humbled, and are 
fully broken-hearted : therctore firſt a deepe humilia- 
tion is neceſſary for ſalvation. 

Secondly, if we have not ſuch an humiliation, then 
eithcr : | 

I. We will not cometo Chriſt, 

2, Or we will not ftay with him. 
6 3+ Orelſe we will not doe or (ufter any thing for 

IMme 

And if we want any of theſe we cannot be ſaved. 

Firit, if we. be not truely humbled, we can never 
come to Chriſt, nor regard him : wee may preach 
Chriſt long enough, and nobody will regard him, ex- 
cept they be ſoundly humbled for their ſinnes: as in 
the Law no body did care for the City of refuge, but 
he that had Nlaine a man ; to him onely whom the re- 
venger of blood purſucth,is the City of refuge {iveer: 
when the fiery Serpent had ſtunda man, then he loo- 
ked to the Brazen-ſerpent, and never till then: fo 
when we ſce our ſinnes and miſery thereby, then, 1 
ſay, and never till then is Chriſt welcome, The Pro- 
digall Sonne never thought of returning home to his 
Father untill he ſaw that he muſt elſe ſtarve; when 
he ſaw he could no longer ſubſitt, then he returned. 
So, when we are ſo humbled for our finnes that we 
{ce we ſhall indeed be damned without Chrilt, then, 
and never untillthen we care for him, | 

S2condly, although wee doe come to Chritt, yet 
without we be trucly humbled, wee wiil never ſtay 
with him, alchough we may- rc joyce in his light for 
a ſeaſon. And for rhe better underſtanding of this, 
conſider the foure forts of grounds which repreſen- 
red foure ſorts of hearers, Marth, 13. The firlt were 
not humbled art all, ( It fell by the wayes ſide,audpreſent- 
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| ly the F owles of the aire devoured it veſ. 4-) The { econd 


was humbled alittle, but not ſo much as to ſuffer for 
hin, (The Sun parched them for lacke of rooting,verſ'6, ) 
1he third fort were fo farre humbled for fanc, thac 
they ſuffered ſoine perſecutions, but would nor part 
with all for Chriſt, the world they eſteeined more ; 
The thornes choaked them, verſ. 7.) But the fourth 


ground was fully humbled; that 1s,they were io bum- | 


bled 1a a ſight of their ſinne, that they ſaw that they 


had more need of Chriſt, chan of any thing in the 


world, and ſo would part withall for him, and ſuffer 
any thung ; and thercfore they are ſaid 70 bring forth 
fruit with patience, Others may ſtay a while with 
Chriit, but when that cones thar they preterre before 
Chriſt, then they leave Chriſt; for unt'll a man can 
bring his heart to that paſſe, that he can prize Chriſt 
above all things, undergoe all perſecuiions for his 
ſakeghe is not foundly dinbledh 

andthird ground. 

3» If we ſtay thus with Chriſt, yet except we be 
thus humbled, wee ſhall neither ſuffer nor doe any 
thing for Chriſt. If Chriſt had bidden Pax, (before 
he was humbled) to have done ſo much for him as 
he did, he would never have doneit ; but when hee 
was bumbled, then, Lord, what wonldſt thou have me 
doe ? 

And the reaſon of this is apparent, if wee conſider 
theſe things : 

Firſt , There are many luſts that doe encumber us 
whileſt our hearts are unbroken; ſo that there is ſuch 
a baſeneſle on the out-fide ofReligion,that except we 
be humbled we will never like it , but ſhall be offcn- 
ded at it ;and like proud ſervants, ſay our wages arc 
toolittle, our fellow-ſervants too baſe : but on the 
contrary , he that hath once beene ſoundly humbled, 
thinkes all too good for bim, . 

Secondly, There be ſuch ſtrong luſts to be mort: = 
whic 


utis like the ſecond | 
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which cannot be done without humiliation, that we 
care not for Chrilt : our luſts indeed may for a while 
| fleepe, but when once they are awaked , like Samſon, 
they cracke a-two all the bonds of good purpoſes 
and vowes ;they arenever laine untiil we be ſoundly 
humbled. 

Thirdly, thereare ſuch contrary lawes to be de- 
lighted in , that we can never frame our nature unto, 
untill we hunger and thirſt after Chriſt, and then his 
Lawes will dc meat and drinke untous : for betore we 
dclighred inthe Law of the fleſh , but now if we be 
truly humbled, we mult delighr in the Law of the 
Spirit. 

Fourthly, There are ſo many ſtrong luſtsto be par- 
ted from, ſo many-[ſaacks , which every man at ſome 
time or other will be calledupon to off-r up,the which 
if he doth not doe, he will damne his owne ſoule ; yet 
untill heis humbled, and ſhewne what damnation is, 
he will not buy ſalvation ſo deare. 

For thele cauſes is Humiliation neceſſary in the firſt 
place : Therefore in the Scripture this method is al- 
wayes uſed, by the Prophets, Apoſtles, and Chriſt 
himſelfe, they preached ever repentance and humi- 
lation before ſanRification and juſtification : This 
was Chriſts order, as you may ſee , Luke 4. Thus did 
Nathas with David, he laboured to humble him, be- 
fore he rold him God had forgiven him. Thus did /o- 
na;Yet forty dayes and Nineveh ſhall bedeſtroyed,Ton,z. 
Thus alto Gd dealt with eAdam in Paradiſe, hein- 
tended to reveale unto him the promiſes of the Goſ- 
pell, and yet at the firſt he ſtrikes him downe with 
terror thar made him hide himſclfe, then he told him 
of his ſinnes, and after all reveales the Goſpell unto 
him, ( The ſeedofthe woman ſhall breake the Serpents 


eMtts 2.38,39. Repent and be baptized every of you;& c. 
| Thus you tec that Humiliation is fo neceffary , that 
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' | mould, being firſt broken by humiliation, you cannot 


without it there is no ſalvation : Let us come in the 


next place to make ſome Vie of it.

Try whether you have denicd 
your ſelves, and chroughly mortified your deareſt luſt, 
and whatſoever the ficſh deſireth ? and whether 
you bee ficke of finne ? regard not what the 
world prizeth , labour you to have. your hearts 
broken, elſe you may pray , be charitable and loving 
to others, and with Herod , make a conſcience of ma- 
ny things, yctall will tand you in no ſtead, becaulc it 


Therefore( my brethren) ſeeing this 15 ſo,content not | 


have more in you than nature can give you ; nay , ex-! 


commerh not from an humble heart : for be it never 
ſo holy a dutic, never ſo conſtantly performed , cx- 
cept it cqmes from abroken heart,God acceptsit not: 
So the Prophet David ſaith, Pſal. 5 1. 16, 17. God 
careth not for Sacrifices, (and yet they were his Or- 
dinancesas well as our prayers,) onely a broken heart 
was pleaſing unto himzand therefore whatſoever you 
have done from a broken heart, is accepted of God. 
But here Satan deceives men, with gilded things; 
| namely , formall performance of holy duties , which 
when they need s (as in the day of death or trou- 
ble ) ſtand them in no ſtead. As often he coozeneth 
Wutches,in giving them money to do ſome murders, 
they laying up.the mony,and when they have necd of 
it,going to fetch it, havefound nothing butdry lcaves; 
Even thus will ali the holy duties we have perfor- 
med from an unbroken heart faile us. They are like 
Gloe-\v11nes, they glilter greatly in the darke, bur 


| when once che Sunne comes, ther light is nothing. 
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So Paxl, before he vas humbled, he accounted him- 


ſcite a godly man, and none berter than hie ; but after. 
ward, bewas ot worthy ( as he ſaid ) tobe comnted a 


for norhing 1s more dangerous than an unſound heart, 
therctore take heed 1t deceive you not ; if you never 
have beenc humbled , now labouurto be humbled ; for 
it was that, that made the Publican to be jultified ra- 
ther than the Pharitc, becaufe he was bumbled, and 
the Phariſe was not: and: indeed none are further 
from ſalvation than ivie that content themſelves 
with outward formalities.

The third queſtion is, How ſhall hee know whe- 
ther theſe ſorrowes of his betrue or no ? 

| To this I anfwer, There is an Humiliationnor deep 
enough, a ſleight Humiliation; and there is another 
toodeepe, which ſo-drownes us in ſorrow thar it 
takes away all hope of ſalvation , and brings deſpaire, 
(uch was the ſorrow of I«das and Achitogbel - but the 
third and truezis an indifferent betweene both : ſome- 
times there may be an humiliation and no grace, as 
there may be a plowing and no ſowing. But true hu- 
miliation differs from other ſorrowes thus : 

Firſt, intherice of it: both a godly man and an hy- 
pocrite may; firſt , be wounded with Gods wrath: 
ſecondly, defire freedome from hell; but into the go- 
dly , God doth inſtill gracious ſeeds, whereby he is 
humbled for fin as well as hell, & defires grace as well 
as mercy : But the hypociFe onely deſires mercy and 
freedome from theſe torments , and therefore when 
the terrour ceaſeth his holinefle and deſire of good- 
nefſe ccaſeth, and ſobeing caſed from the torments, 
he cares for no more; but the godly, he defires to be 
zoyned to Chriſt, and to have his luits mortified. 
| Secondly , in the continuance of it : hypocriticall 
humiliation may be longer or ſhorter , but 1t is never 
conſtant,it doth vaniſh ; but the true humiliation doth 
laſt all the life long. The humiliation of hypocrites 1s 
like iron, which while it is hotin the fire , you may 
falhionit which way you will, bue when it 1s once our,

Ianſwer, yes; it mult be inall, even this great Hy-| 
miliation here ſpoken of, cl{clet them goe never fo! 
tarre, they will in the end fall away : and that is the 
very reaton why ſo many Profeſſors, that have given 
up their name to follow Chrilt, fall away, becauſe 
they were never humbled toundly for linne. 

Yet there is this difference betwixt the humiliation 
of one brought up well, and a groflc ſinner : 

I. The filth of finnc 1s not 1o ſuddcnly revealed to 
thoſe that have beene wIFbroughr up,and have fome 
knowledge, and therefore they are not fo ſudtlenly 
{mitten, as tothoſe thar lived in ignorance all their 
life long ; thoſe that have a light on rhe ſudden,it pre- 
{cently amazeth them; even ſo God ſtrikes downe 
tuddcnly the groſle. ſinner, and amazes him witha 
more violent {forrow and humiliation, than he doth 
the other. De ber 

2. The Ioy is not ſo ſudden, not flaſhing, nor fenfi- 
ble in himthat hath more knowledge ; the medicine 
1s knowne to him as ſoone as the wound : he knowes 
Chriit a Saviour offcred up for all rhar arc woundcd 
for {inne. and {o as ſoone as he feeles the wound, hee 
applics the medicine ; fo 1s not his trouble to irkc- 
tome,'ne.ther bcing delivered hath he ſuch fenifible 
Joy +t For inſtance, Suppoſe a man bee in the way 
wounded among theeves, and almoſt killed, fo that 
he ſaw no meanes of life ; if one, a fricud of his, on 


the ſudden ihould Rep forth and hclve himghe would 


| bee} 
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bee more ſenſible of ir, than ſuch an one as knowing 
before he ſhall be robbed, getteth company to goe 
with him, and ſo eſcapes the danger. And ſo much 
for the fourth queſtion. 

The fifth queſtion is this ; Whats the leaſt degree 
of Humiliationthar muſt be in one that will be ſaved? 
I anſwer, it is ſo muchas will bring us home to 
Chriſt ; that is, ſo much as will make us apprehend 
finneto be the greateſt evill in the world, and Chrift 
to be the greateſt good ; ſo much as will enable us to 
make fin our chicfeſt ſorrow, and Chriſt our chiefeſt 
joy:when we do ſo,then whatſoever is offred weneg- 
leR for Chriſt,and preferre him. Thence isit that the 
Churches are ſaid to rejoyee i= Chriſt with joy wnſpeak- 
able and glorious, 1 Pet.1.8. For when we apprehend 
finne to be the greatcſt evill,and by Chriſt to be freed 
from it, we mutt needs rejoyce unſpeakably. For we 
areto know that our converſation conlilts in three 


gs: | | 
I. In being ſoundly humbled, fo that we Re finne

3+ In ſtedfaſtly laying hold of Chriſt, and beleeving 
in him,ſothat we will not part with him forany thing 
in the world, ; 

z- In a newnefle of life, walking in obedience to 
all his Commandements : and therefore Chriſt faith, 
Joh.16. He will ſend the ( omforter to convince the world 
of ſinne, and righteexſncſſe : firit, to humble for ſinne : 
and inthis alfo there are degrees; for here one may 
be humbled more than another, and ſo thirſt after 
Chriſt more; but the more we are humbled, the bet- 
ter we are humbled ; it is a ſigne God hath a greater 
worke to doe by us, when we are thus humbled : It 
is a great faultin us that we are prone to thinke that 
wearc humbled enough, and that our humiliatron at

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but for a lictletime, but like a ſpring running continu- 
= ; forall degrees in grace,depending on God,mor- 
titication of ourluſts, &c. depends on the degrees of 
our humiliation ; and he that is the moſt humbled, 
would be much more if he ſaw himſelfeto be the bet- 
ter, And ſo much for the fifth queſtion. 

The ſixth queſtion is this, How ſhall we come to be 
thus humbled ? 

I anſwer, by the Law; forthough the whole a& of 
our humiliation is wrought by the Law and the Goſ- 
 pell, Rgm.6. yer that humiliation which I now urge, 
15 that legall humiliation which is wrought by the 
Law : by the Law, I meane not onely the ten Com- 
mandements, but the reRitude of our perſons to the 
whole Scripture, which is the expoſition of them ; 
Firſt, conſider therefore how much perfeion Gods 
Word requireth, then how ſhort you come of that 
perfection ; rhis is one meanes. 

I,but ſome man will be ready to ſay, I have done 
what I conld, and yet I am not humbled. 

To this I anſwer, it is not the Law alone that muſt 
humble us, but it muſt be joyned with the ſpirit of 
bondage ; for asto makethe Goſpell effeuall there 
is required the ſpirit of conſolation, and a faith to be- 
leeve it ; ſoto make the Law etffeQuall there is requi- 
red the ſpirit of bondage, and faith proportionable, 
The ſpirit of bondage 1s that which enlightneth us to 
ſee the bondage wherein weare by reaſon of our fins, | 
andthen is required a faith to beleeve the threats a- 
gainſt thoſe ſinnes ; for faith is required to beleeve 
Gods threats as well as his promiſes; faith in the 
generall being nothing bur a lifting us upto ſee what 
nature cannot: for when the uncleane perſon is threat- 
ned, he is not moved, becauſe he beleeves not. 

But here ſome man will be ready to obje& and ſay, 
Affiictions often humble us, therefore it is not the

| the corroſive to a whole place. 
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To this I anſwer, Afflitions,as the Plow,make way, 
but it 1s the ſeed of the Law ſowne 1n our hearts that 
muſt humble us: indeed thoſe notions, which they 
had before, are in afflitions made to ſeem otherwile 
than before : but we mult take heed that afflitions 
cauſe not worldly ſorrow, for that is the applying of 


Now you muſt know that there is an extraordina- 
ry humiliation which God at ſome times workes in} 
ſome men ; we urge not to that, (God workes that 
in whom he pleaſcth, and intendeth to make extraor- 
dinary,) we urge tothe ordinary humiliation. Now 
the meanes to attaine that, are theſe five : 
The firſt meanes to attaine humiliation , is , To cn. 
ter into a ſerious conſideration of our eſtate,as the pro- 
digall Son did ; he is ſaid, Lw.1 5. to come ro himſelfe,and 
conſider that his father had enough and heſtarved. So 
every one of us ſhoulddoe : conſider | 
Firſt, the greatneſſe of thy ſinnes in particular, and 
make Cataloguesof them. ; 
And then ſecondly,let our actuall fins lead us ro our 
corrupt heart, which is the root of all, So God dealt 
with the children of 1ſracl, Det. 8. 2. where itis 
ſaid, God led thers forty yeeres inthe wilderneſſe, to hum- 
blethem , andtoprovethem, and to know what wa in 
their heats,&c. He himſelfe knew it well enough, bur 
by their ſinnes he would make it knowne to them- 
ſelves and others. So alſo God dealt with Hezechias, 
2 Chron, 32.31. where itis ſaid, Godleft him, to try 
him , and to know all that was in his heart. Hezechia had 
a proud heart, and Gud left him to himſelfe, notthar 
God might know what was in his heart, but that hec 
himſelfe might know. So God tels the 1fraclites, 
Ezek. 36. 31. Teſhall remember yu owne evill wayes, 
and your doings that were nos good , andſhall loath your 
ſetves inyour owne ſight for your iniquity,@c. 

Thirdly , Havingthus conſidered your finnes,con-

fider Gods wrath,& the certainty of itzthe wrath of a 
King is the meſſenger of death, what then is-the wrath 
of Almighty God? evenasthe power of Godis more 
than the power of man, fo is his wrathalſo :as long 
as he lives , ſo long will he puniſh thee in hell. The 
confideration of this, made Moſes breake out, Pſa.g0. 
and ſay , Who knowes the power of bis wrath? Paulis in 


= eavineſſe for the lewes, Rows. 9. And as God 


ewed his almighty power in ons 6 a man,ſo will 
he in deſtroying and puniſhing. And this wrath of his 
(hall fall upon the moſt ſenſible parc of man, viz. the 
foule , which as it is capable of the greateſt meaſure of 
Joy , ſois.itcapable of the greateſt meaſure of gricfe. 
W hat is God bur infinite ? whar is his wrath butin- 
finite? nnder it thou ſhale moſt with for death, which 
now thou moſt fearett.. 

The ſecond meanes to obtaine Humiliation, 1s to 
ſtay a great while onthis conſideration , to ſuffer ſor- 
row to abide onour hearts; for itisthe oft and ſerious 
conlideration that effects this : and therefore we may 
learne ſome thing from Satan, when he would drive a 
man to deſpaire , he oft puts thoughts of Gods wrath 
due unto our finncs into our minds, he holds the ob- 
je cloſe unto our mindes., and ſo letteth us thinke of 
nothing elſe. It is the frequent & ſerious conſideration 
of theſe things that humbleth us : This was that that 
humbled David, Pſal: 51. Ay finne was alwayes before 
| ſo Ta2.4. 8. Cleanſe your hands ye ſinners , and purifie 
your hearts yee dowble-minded : How is that done ? 
| verſe. 9. be afflifted and moarue : all waveringnefſe and 

inſtability comes from the corruption of the heart, 
and therefore cleanſe that ; and the way to cleanſe that 
1s to be humbled ; and the way to be humbled, isto 
ſequeſter your ſelfe from all carnall mirth (though elle 
lawful) and ſtay on theſe conſiderations. 

The third meanes is this; 1f you cannot ſee ſinne in 


it ſelfe , labour toſecit in his effets. All miſeries 


which 
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which you feele inyour ſelfe, or know inothers, are 
the fruits of it ; and this will make you ſay, itisa bit- 
ter thing to ſinne ; ſo Peterin his ſecond Epiltle and 
ſecond chapter , by this cffeR aggravates ſinne,where 
he ſhewes it was ſinne that the Angels were 
throwne downe into hell , that the old world was 
drowned,that Sodeme and Gomorrah were deſtroyed. 
The fourth meanes to attaine humiliation, isto 
make theſe evils preſent before you by faith: as in an 
opticke glaſſe , thoſe things that are a farre off will 
ſceme neereto thoſe that looke in it ; ſo theſe by faith 
ſhould ſeeme at the very doore:it may be thenot con- 
fidering them as preſent,makes them not affe& you; 
for what is afarre off, although ir be in it ſelfe feare- 
full , yet is not feared, as death, &c. therefore ſet hell 
before your cycs,and ſec it as preſent before you. 

Make preſentunto you theſe two things : 

1 All ſinnes paſt : a thing that is paſt us will ſeeme 
ſmall unto us , though it be as great as ever it was be- 
fore,and ſo do our finnesto us : we uſually doe as men 
that leave ſomething behind them , when they arc far 
gone , they thinke ir is bur alittle, and therefore they 
will not returne for it ; ſo we being farce off from our 
ſinnes, they ſectne little unto us , but we muſt remem- 
ber the day of our iniquity. Let us therefore make 
them our ſinnes preſent , God hee eſtecmes them as 
great aseverthey were, let us dce ſo therefore, let 
them ſeeme abominable unto us : thus did /ob poſſciſe 
the ſinnes of his youth. | 


necreathand, andlyeatthe doore, as God ſayes to. 
Cain,although they ſeeme to usa farre off : But this is 
Satans cunning to deceive us; he is as a Painter, who 
by the colluſion of colours,makes things ſceeme far off 
which are nigh ; ſo he makes Gods wrath which lyes

The fifth meanesto attaine humiliation, is, To take 
heed of all ſuch falſe ſhifts , whereby you may ſeeme 
to keepe off the blow of Gods Law from lighting on 
you: weare never moved with thele* conſiderations 
uncill all ſhifts are remoyed ; ſo that wee fee nothing 
but death , and then we tremble. 

The ſhifts by which\men thinke to keepe off the 
blow of Gods judgements, and fo with-hold them- 
ſelves from being humbled, are theſe cight : 

1 Civility ; this Glo-worme of civility ſo glittereth 
in the darke, that weethinke it to bea rrue ſparke of 
grace,but where the ſpirit ſhines we ſhall find it falſe: 
and as the Devill deludeth Witches, in giving them 
leaves inſtead of filver and gold,fo doth he deale with 
thee here ;for except there be a ſupernaturall frame of 


to have ſometing in thee morethan nature, for civility 


2 Formall performance of holy dutics ; as praying, 
reading,&c- that puffes men up, and keeps them from 
humiliation. If you ; cither omitted them altogether, 
then your conſcience would checke you ; or perfor- 
med them well, then your heart would be bettered, 
and you would be humbled : but this formall doing of 
them, keepes the heart dead and ſenſlelefle. Remem- 
ber therefore that no Sacrifice is acceptable to God, 
but that that comes from a Broken heart, Pſal. 5 1. 

3 The baaneſſeof your nature; you would doe bet- 
ter, but your nature 1s fo bad, that-you cannot. But re- 
member , firſt, Thatthat aggravates your finne , and 
God likes youthe worſe for that, and will the hard- 
lier pardon you ;zevenas we our ſclyes, are readieſt to 
pardonan offence in a good nature. Secondly , your 
{elfe is the cauſe of the badneſle of your nature : God 
gave you in Adama good nature, but you have loltit, 


and ſince by many fins have made it 1orſe by far. 
| 4 Gods

The firſt ſigne is this; if thou doſt difallow thy 
ſclfe in finne from a new principle of regeneration, 
chou wilt abſtaine from ſinne with delight, and ſettle 
upon goodnefle, as a tone, or any other heavie thing 
reſts in its centre: for working witha habit, is work- 
ing with delight, when a man ſets himſelfe againſt 
ſinne with all might and maine, then it is a true {ignee 
Burt now forthe naturall conſcience, let him be bur 
out of his old:company he is our of his clement what- 
ſocuer good thing he doth , he doth it not with the 
whole bent of his ſpirit , but ie ſeemes tedious vnto 


The ſecond ſigne whereby you may diſcerne the 
naturall conſcience, is ſinne; if he loveth thoſe that 
continue in ſuch ſinnes as he dothzif he be a drunkard, 
he doth delight in drunkards, if a gameſter, he doth 


| delight in gametters: for he never comesto thecon- 


trary grace, but hath pleaſure in them that commir 
the ſame ſinnes. But the regencrate man, he that hath 
a heart changed, his heart riſeth againſt ſuch men. 
Therefore, Rom.1.32. it is ſaid #ho knowing the judge- 
went of God (that they which commit ſuch things, are 
worthy of death ) not onely doe-the ſame, but have pleaſure 
inthemtbat doe them. \t this is reckoned as one of the 
fins of the Gentiles, not onely to coinmit ſins them- 
ſelves,: but alſo totake pleaſure in thoſe that commit 
the ſame ſinnes. When therefore a man hatcs them 
that love goodnefle, and favourcth and delightceth in 


thoſe that areevill, its a great ſigne the heart is not | 


changed. forthe Scripture makesthart aleſſe figne of a 
degd man,to doe evill,thanto fauour them that doe it. 
On the contrary fide, for a manto favour good men 
and goodnefle and hate fin, it is a grear ſigne of a re- 
.generated man; when,as the wiſe man ſaith, Prov.26. 
10:T he wninſt man is an abominanion to the iuſt,

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The third figne whereby you may diſcerncit , is 
this , if thy difallowance of finne ariſe from a true 
principle of regeneration, it will transforme the

For looke what the will is ſet vpon, that will change 
the whole man, and draw tha: after it; ſee therefore 
now what thy ſpeeches and delights are, if thy dif- 
allowance of finne ariſe from a good principle, they 
are true.

{ome few things; though it diſallow of finne, yet it 
will goe on in fin ; and tuch men hold, or as the word 
inthe originall is, (Roms. 1. 18.)Theyimpriſon the erurh 
in wnrighteouſnes, Their conſciences being inlightned, 
they keepe it, and imypriſor it in that faculty ; The 
conſciencethat telleth us what to doe,and yet there is 
no generall amendment in us. And this is a great ſigne 
wee are not inwardly changed. And ſo much for the 
ſecond queſtion. : 

Thethird queſtion is this ; godly men oftentimes 
relapſe and goe backe againe and againezand often fall 
into the ſame ſin , and they know it.to be aſin : how 
therefore ſhall I diſtinguiſh berweene this relapſing 
and lying in finne? 

To this I anſwere: You ſhall diſtinguiſh it by theſe

by the way we obſerve, That ſpeciall paſſages of Gods 
providence ſhould-not be forgotten. 

And therefore it is the manner of the Lord in ſuch 
paſſages. of 'his providence, to make ſongs of them : 
and ſo hath it beene likewiſethe practice of the Lords 
peopleto turne ſuch things into ſongs, which they 
would not forget, as we ſeeatthe red Sea, and inthe 
time of Debora ; and ſo did Hoſes , when hee i

Whereinnote we iin the firſt place, That the Lord 
willbe ſcene: why , what ſtrange thing is that ? the 
Lord ts ſcene every where of us, and makes himſelfe 

continually viſibleunto us. 1, but this is another kinde 

of fight, which is not in a generall manner to be be- 

held, but in his ſpeciall providence to his ſervautsin 

their aflitions,' 

Theſecond thing is,The time when he will be ſeene;] 
that is, I» the mount : that is, when things are brought 3 
to anextremity , when wee thinke there is no more ay : 
helpe nor hope, that isthe time when the Lord wil 2 
be leene- 

Now the ſcope of thisplace is, to helpe us againſt 
diſcouragements, when wee ſee it goe hard with the 
Church that there is no hope ſor them, for then wee 
are not to diſtruſt, Becauſe i» the Mownt willthe Lord 
be ſcene, in diſtrefle will the Lord ſhew himlſelfe ; and |. 
therefore you are to take heed of diſcouragements 
that you leave not your hope, for then you take away 
indevour, and ſo Gods caules fall to'the ground, and 
and thereby the Lord is forſaken of us; for it is our 
hope that ſets all a worke, and the want of hope 
makes us turne our backes ; yea, foyle and give over 
the Lords Battels ; and therefore wee ſhould till 
maintaine our hope in all extremities whatſoever, for 
when the Lord ſends any afflictions onthe Church or 
ourſelves, we ought not to difpife or make light of 
them, becauſe they are the Meflengers of the Lord, to 
| humble us : ſo wee muſt no on the other ſide have

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the ſfinewes of our ſoulcs looſened by them ; for as 
we are not to deſpiſe the Chaſtening of the Lord, fo 
are-we not to faint when we are rebuked of him; for 
inthe Mont willthe Lordbe ſeene ; that is, it1sa thing 
that the Lord will uſually doe, not at this time when 
thou wouldſt have him,but even when Abraham was 
tetching rhe blow, then to ſtay his hand : And it is 
his uluall courſe fo to doe ; and therefore it is turned 
into a Proverb, becauſc it is ordinary. | 
Secondly, we have ordinary uſe of it, and therefore 
likewiſe it 1s put intoa Proverbe; for the Lord uſually 
brings us into extremities; and that it might be the 
better remembred of us, it is put into a Proverbe, for 
that is the uſe of ſhort ſentences to be ealily carried in 
the memory; and therefore the Lord hath thus turned 
it; As mendoe by their Silver, they change it into 
Gold thatir may with the more caſc be carried. 
\Now tocameto the words ;out of which we may 
learne, That zt & Gods. uſuall manxcr to bring his. Chil- 
aren to extremities,” The exatnples are 10 many in 
Scriptures, and in our daily experience. of this, that 
we necd not inſiſt onthe. proofe of it, but proceed to 
{hew the reaſons thereof. 144315 
..,Andthe. firſt cauſe why the Lord doth ſo uſuall 
doeit, is, When he brings afflictions'on his children,

another, and therefore hee will bring a man to the 
ſtreight to be withour all hope, that ſo hee may have 
all the praiſe ; for when other meanes concurre with 
his helpe, then it is divided; but without that, his 
arme lyes naked, as it were, . and therefore that it 
might be knowne, he brings them to extremity. 

Fourthly, the Lord doth it, becauſe all that wee 
have, we might have as a new gift : Therefore the 
Lord ſuffers us, as it were, to forfeit our Leaſes, thar 
he may renew them ; otherwiſe we thould thinke our 
ſelves tobe Free-holders. Burt when we come to ſee 
all gone ; our health , wealth, and credit to faile us, 
and in that extremity the Lord to give it us, it is as a 
thing given on a new gift, and then wee take our life 
as given againe of the Lord : and fo in any other 
{treight, when there isno helpe of man left, then we 
take 1t wholly. from the Lord; and then we give it to 
him againe.

for becauſe they have no changes, they know him 
notby expericnce, and therefore they feare him not. 
And tor this cauſe, when the Lord did ever manifeſt 


yee thall ſee it alwaycs tobe upon ſome great change 
that befell them : As when Facob was forced to leave 
his Fathers houſe, ro flye from his Brother Eſas, then 
did the Lord ina fpeciall manner manifeſt himſclfe 
unto him ; and fo |1kewiſe at his returning hoine a- 
gaine, when his Brother Eſas came againſt him with 
tourc hundred men to deſtroy him,which was a great 
change, then the Lord appeared to him againe: fo 
{till upon the great changes of his people doth the 
Lord appeareuntothem ; and as hee did to them in 
former dayes, ſo hedethrrous now ; he doth appeare 
unto us ſometimes by experience of his goodnefſle; 
which that he may doe, he brings ut to extremities. 
Laſtly, the Lord doth it for proofe and triall, for 
ſo it is {aid in the beginning of this Chapter, God did 
prove Abraham; and therefore ſaid unto+him, T ake 
now thine enely Sonne W{aack, whom thouloveſt, and offer 
him up on oneof the Monnaies which I ſball ſhew thee: 
Now ſceing the Lords intent was to prove him whe- 
cher he would part with his Sonne /ſaack for his ſake, 
therefore he lets him go tothe very place and utmoſt 
period of offering his Sonne ; for if the Lord had ta- 
ken this triall of him before he had brought him to 
the very utmoſt, he had not beene tryed ; but when 
the Knife was as it were going to the throat of his 
Sonne, then was he fully tryed : And like unto this 
doe we deale with friends one towards another ; for 


when you will try how another will truſt unto-you, 
- you 


himſclfte in any ſpeciall manner to any of his people, | 
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you will let him alone till there be none elſe to helpe ; 
for if there be atiy other for him to goe to\it is no try- 
all ; but if it is come to this that you mult doe it, or 
none will, then have youtryed bim and not before : in 


The Vſeof ic is , That we mightlearne never to be: 
diſcouraged; whatſoever our calc is, letusnever ſuf- 
fer our hearts to be caſt downe in us ; for as wee are 
very prone tolct goc our hold upon all occaſions , ſo is 
it a very great fault ſoro doc. Wee ſee how David 
doth recolle& himſelfe together when his ſoule was 
diſquieted within him , asking himſclfe why it was 
ſo? which he would not have done, if the other had 
not beene a fault in him ; and therefore why doe 
wee fo calt downe our ſoules ? If wee ſay, itis be- 
cauſe: it will bee long before the Lord will come 
and undertake our helpe : I anſwere , no, -it will 
not , for as ſoone as he doth ſee thee fit for helpe, he 
will give it; for when things are moſt deſperate,then 
his helpe is neareſt : for as he is able then to doeit, ſo 
is he moſt willing to doc itthen. And to this purpoſe 
is that place, Hof. 14- 4, 5, 6. { willheale their backe- 
fliding , I will love thems freely, for mine anger i; turned 
away from them. I will be as the dew to Iſrael, hee ſhall 
grow as the Lilly , and caſt forth his roots as Lebanos:: 
hss branches ſhall ſpread, hu beauty ſhall be as this Olive, 
and his ſmell as Lebanon. W hen 1ſracl was fallen intc

for it: As a Phyſician that adminiſters hard potions ro 
his Patient, 1t is not becauſe he cannot or will not give 
him pleaſant things , bur ir is becauſe his Patient is 
not fit for it ; for as ſoone as he is fit for Cordials, he 
moſt willingly givesthemunto him : And as the Huf- 
band-man , he 1s willing enough to ſowe his teed in. 
the earth , and would be glad if the time were come ; 
I but he knoweth if hee fowe it on the wilde waſte 
ground it would be loſt , and therefore he plowes it 
firſt, and againe too, yea thrice if it be needfull, and 
then having well fitted it, he ſowes his ſced : Even fo 
icis with che Lord, hee firſt plowesthe ground , hee 
digges deepe into the hearts of menif it bee needfull 
to rodoe, butifa littleplowing will ſerve, he never 
takes a deeper ;zand if one will ſerve , he never gives a 
ſecond ; and therefore when we are fir to receivethe 
ſeed, mercy ſhall come in a-maine amongſt us, evenas 
that which goes with wind and tide ; yea, it ſhall 
come asfa(t as our miſery did, which though it comes 
head-long uponus as it did upon Nebuchadrezzar,yet 
how quickly did the Lord deliver him againe ? and 
ſo ſhall it be with us , becauſe the Lord is delighted 
with mercy, therefore the Lord doth uſually helpe in 
extremities , and-nat before ; for in the Monnt will the 
Lord be ſeene.
